tution of the State llimits the debt 
of any municipality to a sum not ex- 
ceeding 7 % of the assessed value of 
taxable property therein. The maxi- 
mum limit of the borrowing capa,- 
city of these gpvermental agencies, 
based upon this' theory, is 
reached, 


therefore, at $60,211.13. 


It is obvious, therefore, that, with 


a borrowing capacity of $60,211.13 
and an indebtedness of $55,200.00 
an increase of the municipal debt by 
$50,000.00 
would, if the 
position 


taken b,y the plaintiff is sound, be 
inhibited by this constitutional por- 
vision. If, however, the indebtedness 
of the borough and the indebtedness 
of the school district are to he con- 
sidered distributively and not col- 
lectively, then it is equally obvious 
that the school district with an in- 
debtedness of $7500.00, and with a 
borrowing 
capacity 
limited 
to 


$60,211.13, has a right to increase 
the district debt by the amount pro- 
posed and the impending action by 
the school board is legal. 


The solution of this 
question de- 


pends uponawhether these two -items 
of indebtedness the one hereunto con 
tracted by the borough, and the one 
hereunto contracted by the 
school 


district, are to be added together in 
arriving at 
the 
conclusion 
as to 


whether or not the 
school district 


possesses the power now claimed for 
it. It is argued by the learned coun- 
sel for the plaintiff that the school 
district is but an administrative de- 
partment of the Borough of Bedford 
and not a separate municipal entity. 
With this position we cannot agree. 
A school district is a state agency 
for the administration of an import- 
ant function of the State as provided 
for in Article 10 of the constitution. 
For the purpose of conducting this 
work the school district is regarded 
as a quasi 
municipal! corporation.

In Pittsburgh vs. Sterrett Subdis- 


trict School, 204 Pa., 635,644 it was 
said by the

contemplation of the constitutional 
provision 
relative to our 
public 


schools and statutory enactments to 
enforce it, the 
school 
districts or 


subdistricts of the 
state 
are 
the 


agents of the commonwealth-in Ufe 
administration of its system of pub- 
lic education." If the school district 
is a state agency it cannot reasonably 
be supposed that the constitution in- 
tends that this agency could be tram- 
meled in the exercise of its constitu- 
tional rights and duties by reason of 
the size of tlfb existing debt 
of 
a 


municipality whose territory happens 
to be co-extensi|re with its own, for 
which debt it is in no wise responsi- 
ble.Whether or not a school district 
is to be regarded as but a quasi muni- 
cipality, it has been 
nevertheless, 


placed in exactly the same category 
with true municipalities in 
deter- 


mining its bodJB-sring capacity. This 
is absolutely clear from the language 
of the first cla«se of Section 8 Arti- 
c£e 9 of the Constitution, which is as 
follows.—"The debt of any country, 
city, borough, township, school dis- 
trict or other municipality or incor- 
porated district, except as 
herein 


provided, shall never exceed 
seven 


percentum updn the assessed value 
of the taxable property therein." 


If, therefore, the school district is 


to be regarded as a separate and dis- 
tinct municipality, for the purpose of 
limiting its borrowing capacity, then 
we are satisfied that there is to bo 
applied to it this doctrine held by tha 
courts of many of the Spates, that its 
debts and the debts of anotbcr muni-

CONSIDERING OATS FOR HOGS 


Not Worth While Unless Selling for 


Less Than One-Half as Much 


Per Bushel as Corn. 


As a general rule it is not worth 


while to consider oats as a feed for 
hogs unless they are selling for lesp 
than one-half as much per bushel as 
corn. In case the hogs are being car- 
ried along rather slowly, however, or 
the tankage is extremely high-priced, 
it may be worth while to feed as much 
as a pound of oats per pig daily. In 
any case continue to depend chiefly 
on corn and tankage, feeding at least 
two or three parts of corn for each 
part of oats and at least one-fourth 
of a pound of tankage per pig daily.

GIVE HOGS' FEET ATTENTION 


Bad Underpinning Are Often Due to 


Lack of Trimming as Well as 


to* Overfeeding. 


SThen the new breeder is getting 


ready to exhibit his htfgs at the county 
and state fairs he should pay atten- 
tion to the feet of the animals as well 
as to fitting tbem. If the animals are 
overfed, very often they have a tend- 
ency to go down In the feet. Bad feet 
are also often due to lack of attention 
as well as to overfeeding and poor 
breeding. Animals that are not given 
an opportunity to take 
a proper 


amount of exercise on hard ground 
are apt to show this trouble more than 
those under ordinary conditions. 
In 


trimming the toes the pig Is thrown 
on its side and with a sharp jackknifa 
the ends of the toes can be pared off. 
Occasionally the sole of the foot may 
need paring also, so that the pig will 
walk flat on the foot. Care should be 
taken to smooth up the job and to not 
cut the foot too deeply, so as to bleed 
and cause lameness. The trimming 
should be done at least ten days or 
two weeks before the show.

lief is, for J know Moore well, that
